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Honor  Among  Thieves,  But —

ALL  good  people  of  the  Lfnited  States  and  certainly 
those  of  the  United  Nations  who  have  forces  in  Korea 
are  vitally  interested  in  the  truce  negotiations  which  have  now 
been  going  on  in  Korea  for  four  or  five  months  without  any 
definite  progress  being  made.  This 
college,  like  all  other  colleges  for  men, 
has  an  especial  interest,  for  if  these 
negotiations  should  break  down  and 
the  conflict  spread,  more  men  will 
be  called  into  the  services  and  the  col- 
leges to  that  extent  will  be  affected. 

The  work  of  the  negotiators  repre- 
senting the  United  Nations  has  been 
difficult  in  the  extreme.  After  in- 
numerable meetings  and  discussions, 
when  an  agreement  has  been  reached 
on  one  point,  the  Communist  repre- 
sentatives proceed  to  raise  other  ob- 
jections and  often  attempt  to  recede 
from  the  agreement  that  had  just 
been  made.  Our  negotiators  are  deal- 
ing with  those  of  the  Communist  faith 
whose  tenets  and  teachings  hold  that 
it  is  right,  when  any  promise  or  agree- 
ment has  been  made,  to  repudiate  it 
with  impunity  as  soon  as  they  are  of 
the  opinion  it  would  benefit  them  in 
so  doing.  It  has  been  said  that  there 
is  honor  among  thieves,  thereby  im- 
plying that  honor  in  some  form  is  a 
general  characteristic.  It  would  seem, 
however,  that  Communists  should  be 
excepted  from  this  rule.  Honor,  as 
we  know  the  meaning  of  the  word, 
has  no  place  in  the  Communist  Code. 

That  has  always  been  the  difficulty  with  which  the  powers 
of  Western  Europe  and  United  States  has  been  confronted 
in  arriving  at  any  kind  of  an  agreement  or  settlement  with 
the  Soviets  or  any  of  their  satellites. 

The  Oriental  is,  by  nature,  suspiciou.s,  nor  is  treachery  en- 
tirely lacking  in  his  makeup.  Many  of  the  Russians  have  a 
strong  strain  of  Asiatic  blood,  and  this  is  especially  the  ca.se 
with  the  present  ruling  element.  They  are  suspicious  of  then; 
own  fellow  man  and  to  a  marked  degree  of  the  peoples  of 
other  nations.   The  governments  of  the  democracies  of  West- 
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ern  Europe  by  comparison  at  times  seem  almost  ton  trusting. 
This  is  especially  true  with  the  L^nited  States  which  often 
appears  to  be  gullible;  but  if  the  people  of  the  United 
States  have  learned  anything  from  experience,  it  would  seem 
that  they  have  at  long  last  learned  something,  and  in  their 
turn  have  become  suspicious,  and  rightly  so,  when  dealing 
with  Russia  or  governments  under 
Russian  domination.  The  unfortu- 
nate thing  is,  when  both  sides  become 
suspicious,  \\'hether  the  suspicion  is  ill- 
founded  or  not,  any  agreement  be- 
comes more  difficult. 

But  after  all  when  one  is  dealing 
with  a  nation  devoid  of  honor  as 
understood  by  the  Anglo-Saxon,  the 
attempts  at  a  settlement  with  Russia 
being  made  by  the  United  Nations, 
and  the  powers  of  the  L^riited  States 
and  other  western  democracies  appear 
utterly  futile,  as  any  agreement,  if 
reached,  will  be  twisted  to  suit  their 
purpose  or  completely  repudiated 
when  deemed  to  Soviet  interest. 

We  suppose,  however,  on  our  part 
we  should,  in  order  to  keep  the  record 
straight,  show  to  the  world  we  have 
left  no  effort  untried  to  bring  about 
that  which  the  whole  world  yearns 
-a  lasting  peace. 
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De-Emphasizing 
Football

OLLOWING  the  football  scan- 
dal at  West  Point  and  at  Wil- 
liam and  Mary,  certain  colleges  of  the  country  began  to  take 
stock  of  the  situation  as  it  existed  at  their  own  in.stitutions.  A 
strong  movement  against  over-emphasis  of  football  began. 
In  our  own  University  of  Virginia  the  faculty  of  the  Acade- 
mic Department  issued  a  manifesto  against  over-emphasis  in 
football  and  seemed  to  take  the  position  that  the  athletic 
policy  of  an  institution  should  be  entirely  controlled  by  the. 
faculty.  This  manifesto  was  received  with  considerable  ac- 
claim by  some  of  the  press.  However,  it  was  not  approved 
by  the  faculty  in  the  Education  Department,  and  the  alumni 
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resented  what  they  conceived  to  be  something  beyond  the 
proper  function  of  the  faculty.  Of  course,  the  faculty  of  an 
institution  should  be  consulted  with  regard  to  its  athletic 
policy,  but  it  appears  that  this  manifesto  went  too  far. 

It  would  seem  now  that  although  those  opposed  to  over- 
emphasis in  football  got  off  to  a  good  start,  they  have  not, 
as  yet,  gotten  very  far.  The  fact  is  that  alumni  of  all  our 
educational  institutions,  whether  they  took  any  active  part 
in  athletics  themselves  when  students,  seem  to  be  keenly 
interested  in  seeing  that  their  alma  maters  have  outstanding 
football  teams.  One  asks  the  question  why  our  educational 
institutions,  established  and  maintained  to  train  the  mind, 
should  find  so  few  lining  up  with  those  who  urge  de-emphasis 
in  football,  while  a  vast  maiority,  or  certainly  an  articulate 
active  and  organized  minority  opposing  any  change  in  the 
athletic  policy,  can  always  have  their  wa)' — that  they  are 
organized  and  articulate  is  perhaps  the  answer.  The  only 
de-emphasis  which  has  been  apparent  was  the  flattening  out 
of  the  William  and  Mary  team  by  that  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  and  the  shellacking  given  the  West  Point  Cadets 
by  the  Navy  on  the  24th  of  November  and  December  I, 
respectively;  and  while  the  result  of  these  games  may  indicate 
de-emphasis  so  far  as  the  defeated  teams  are  concerned,  it 
mav  be  just  the  reverse  as  to  the  \ictorious  University  of 
\'irginia  and  the  Naval  Academy. 

In  any  event  we  see  no  earh'  prospect  of  bringing  football 
within  its  proper  bounds.  Certainly  as  it  appears  to  us  the 
game  has  gotten  pretty  well  out  of  bounds  and  should  be 
brought  under  reasonable  control  at  least. 


individuals,  foundations,  or  corporations.  By  reason  of  their 
greater  resources,  the  tax-supported  institutions  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  have  better  plants,  better  laboratories,  facilities  of  all 
kinds,  and  can  pay  better  salaries  and  thus  secure  better  and 
more  teachers.  And  so  the  student  may  receive  his  education 
at  less  cost  than  would  be  the  case  at  a  privately  endowed 
institution.  Mr.  Olds  further  points  out  the  danger  which 
might  follow  if  our  privately  endowed  institutions  were  forced 
to  close;  namely,  that  with  all  our  institutions  State  sup- 
ported, absolute  control  of  what  is  taught,  who  were  the 
teachers,  and  what  courses  a  student  must  take,  would  be 
dictated  by  the  State  and  all  freedom  of  choice  by  the  student 
destroyed.  This  actually  happened  in  Germany  under  Hitler 
and  is  to  a  large  extent  the  ca.se  in  Russia  and  its  satellites. 
He  states  emphaticalh'  that  this  must  not  happen  here  in 
the  United  States.  It  is,  however,  a  distinct  possibility  with 
this  steady  increase  of  encroachment  b\'  the  Federal  Go\ern- 
ment. 

He  attaches  such  tremendous  importance  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  privately  endowed  educational  institutions  that 
in  his  opinion,  "Every  American  business  has  a  direct  obliga- 
tion to  support  the  free  independent  privately  endowed  col- 
leges and  universities  of  this  country  to  the  limit  of  its 
financial  ability  and  legal  authority."  He  feels  that  this 
is  to  the  long-range  interest  of  a  corporation's  stockholders. 
Mr.  Olds  e.xpresses  the  hope  that  our  private  universities  and 
other  educational  institutions  will  receive  the  generous  andi 
substantial  aid  from  individuals,  foundations  and  corpora- 
tions as  will  enable  them  to  continue  the  fine  work  they  are 
doing  and  to  relieve  them  of  financial  embarrassment  and 
possible  collapse. 


Tax-Supported  Institutions  In 

Competition  With  Those 

Privately  Endowed 

AT  the  alumni  liiiuier  at  New  Haven  October  in, 
19SI,  celebrating  the  250th  An-'iversarv  of  the  found- 
ing of  Yale  University,  Irving  S.  Olds,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  made  a  most  in- 
teresting address.  He  emphasized  the  importance  of  private 
enterprise  to  privately  endowed  imiversities  such  as  "V'ale, 
Harvard,  and  other  privately  supported  universities  and  col- 
leges. He  also  made  the  point  that  capitalism  and  free  en- 
terprise on  their  part  owe  much  to  the  existence  of  our  private 
independent  educational  institutions,  stating  that  both  are  i^ot 
only  important  to  each  other  but  mutually  dependent. 

Mr.  Olds  expressed  the  fear  that  the  continuance  of  our 
private  institutions  of  learning  is  in  danger,  competing  as  they 
do  with  tax-supported  institutions  whose  resources  are  only 
limited  to  the  finances  of  the  State  or  to  the  liberality  of  the 
State  Legislature.  He  expressed  himself  as  gravely  disturbed 
by  what  he  says  appears  to  be  a  trend  away  from  private 
education  in  this  country ;  and  as  evidence  of  this,  states  that 
surveys  now  .show  one-half  of  our  |irivate  Liberal  Arts  in- 
stitutions are  operating  in  the  red — some  of  them  actually 
going  into  their  endowment  and  others  curtailing  their 
teaching  staffs;  that  the  situation  is  growing  worse  and  that 
our  private  institutions  must  seek  greater  endowments  from

Dr.  Sydnor  Speaks  at 
Randolph-Macon 

Randolph-Macon  College  celebrated  the  formal  opening 
o^  Fox  Hall,  its  new  cla.ssroom  building,  by  a  "Convocation 
of  Visiting  Scholars"  on  October  3.  There  were  two  featured 
speakers:  Herbert  C.  Lipscomb,  Professor  of  Latin  at 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  and  Charles  S.  Sydnor, 
Professor  of  History  at  Duke  University  and  an  alumnu.s 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  of  the  cla.ss  of  1918. 

Dr.  Sydnor,  returned  from  a  year  as  Harmsworth  Pro- 
fessor of  American  History  at  Oxford  University,  spoke  of 
the  essential  good  will  existing  between  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  England;  of  the  common  belief  and  faith 
in  decency-  and  democrac\' ;  and  of  the  opposition  to  tyranny 
that  bind  the  two  countries  together. 

Americans,  he  said,  need  most  to  know  the  low  economic 
le\el  F^ngland  is  compelled  to  live  on  now.  Her  condition  is 
due,  not  to  the  Labour  government,  but  to  loss  of  manpower 
from  the  First  World  War,  material  losses  in  the  Second, 
and  her  lack  of  dollars. 

Englishmen,  on  the  other  hand,  need  to  know  America. 
They  forget  the  high  prices  and  high  taxes  resulting  from 
our  attempt  to  equip  the  world.  They  think  America  is 
New  York  City,  cowboys  and  Indians,  and  Hollywood.  They 
are  ignorant  of  American  history.  They  are  unable  to  under- 
stand the  federal  government  system  and  states  rights 
(though  the  Irish  and  the  Scotch  can!),  or  American  politics 
with  its  charges  and  countercharges,  or  our  changes  of  mind 
(due  to  the  President's  inability  to  speak  for  Congress),  or 
the  discipline  and  organization  of  our  political  parties. 

Despite  our  differences,  though,  England  and  America 
stand  together  in  common  beliefs,  in  integrity  and  self-govern- 
ment. These  beliefs  are  open  to  other  countries.  If  England 
went  down,  the  things  she  stands  for  would  be  kept  alive  in 
this  country.  That  was  symbolized  by  the  sending  of  one 
copy  of  the  Magna  Carta  to  America  during  the  last  war. 

Benjamin  and  Franklin

Pleasant,  W.  \^a..  High  School.  But  those  alumni  who 
remember  Ben's  skill  in  magic  will  be  pleased  to  kno\x'  that 
he  continues  to  follow  the  profession  of  magician  as  well  as 
teacher.  He  thus  leads  an  interestingly  double  life,  enlighten- 
ing listeners  in  one  profession  and  mystifying  observers  in  the 
other.

Dedication  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
House 

The  formal  dedication  of  the  new  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  Chapter 
House  as  a  memorial  to  the  junior  founders  of  that  order 
was  observed  on  October  27,  the  morning  of  Home-Coming. 

Dignitaries  attending  were:  Mr.  Robert  Adger  Smythe 
of  Atlanta,  ex-National  Treasurer;  Mr.  Gu\'  A.  Borkey  of 
Richmond,  also  ex-National  Treasurer;  Mr.  Howard  B. 
Arbuckle,  Jr.,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  ex-National  Alumni 
Secretary;  Mr.  Robert  D.  Lynn  of  Memphis,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha;  Mr.  Charles  T.  Hondros  of 
Richmond,  District  President;  and  IVIr.  Thomas  Bowles  of 
Memphis  and  of  San  Francisco,  Field  Representative  of 
Pi  Kappa  Alpha. 

Iota  Chapter  has  always  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  the 
chapter  circle  of  its  Fraternity.  Here  convened  a  most 
important  convention  in  1889.  This  gathering  was  held  in 
the  Chapter  Hall,  then  Room  50,  Fourth  Passage,  Gushing 
Hall.  Among  the  delegates  to  that  Convention  was  Howard 
Bell  Arbuckle,  '91.  He  and  his  fellow  delegates  have  been 
known  as  the  Junior  Founders  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha. 

Because  of  the  monumental  work  done  at  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Convention  it  was  decided  that  the  new  chapter 
house  should  be  a  memorial  to  the  men  who  revamped  the 
whole  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  structure  in  1889.  The  National 
Fraternity  made  a  generous  contribution  to  the  building 
program  on  condition  that  the  house  be  made  such  a  memorial. 

The  dedicatory  exercises  were  opened  with  the  Invocation 
by  Rev.  P.  Cary  Adams,  '21.  John  B.  Schug,  active  Presi- 
dent of  Iota  Chapter,  welcomed  the  guests  and  introduced 
Mr.  Robert  D.  Lynn,  who  presided.  The  dedicatory  remarks 
were  made  by  Howard  C.  Gilmer,  Jr.,  '28,  U.  S.  District 
Attorney  for  the  Western  District  of  Virginia ;  the  acceptance 
on  behalf  of  the  fraternity  was  by  Guy  A.  Borkey.  Air. 
Howard  Bell  Arbuckle,  Jr.,  son  of  one  of  the"  Junior 
Founders,  was  present  to  unveil  the  tablets.  The  guest  of 
honor  for  the  occasion  was  \lv.  Robert  Adger  Smvthe,  who 


for  forty  years  was  the  National  Treasurer  of  this  Fraternit 
He  was  introduced  by  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07. 

Mr.  Smythe  spoke  most  feelingly  of  his  long  and  intimai 
association  with  the  other  Junior  Founders,  namely,  Thero 
Hall  Rice  of  Theta  and  Alpha  Chapters;  Howard  Be 
Arbuckle  of  Iota;  and  John  S.  Foster  of  Theta  Chapter 
Southwestern  Presbyterian  Ll^niversity.  Mr.  Smythe  durin 
his  long  tenure  of  service  as  a  national  officer  carried  on  h 
shoulders  almost  single-handed  the  burdens  of  Pi  Kapf 
Alpha.  For  that  outstanding  service  he  is  generally  know 
as  "the  grand  old  man  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha.'  His  speec 
was  delivered  with  much  feeling  and  made  a  profoun 
impression  upon  those  privileged  to  hear  him.  At  the  coi 
elusion  of  Mr.  Smythe's  address  Dr.  J.  B.  Massey  pr 
nounced   the   benediction.

1926  Tiger  Football  Team  Best 
In  College's  History 

By  Dog  AIinter 

A  weary,  but  proud  group  of  Garnet  and  Gray  clad  men 
sloshed  slowly  to  the  Marshall  College  dressing  rooms. 
Sheets  of.  rain  were  still  falling  on  this  blealc  Thanksgiving 
Day,  and  the  ankle-deep  mud  sucked  noisily  around  the 
player's  feet  at  each  step.  A  great  Hampden-Sydney  football 
team  had  just  completed  its  regular  season  of  play — 

When  these  1926  Tigers  walked  off  the  Huntington,  W. 
Va.,  football  field  after  gaining  a  scoreless  tie  with  Marshall 
College,  they  had  easily  established  themselves  for  all  time  as 
one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  greatest  football  elevens.  During 
the  course  of  the  season  they  had  traveled  over  5,000  miles 
to  meet  eight  opponents,  and  had  hung  up  an  over-all  record 
of  five  wins,  two  losses,  and  three  scoreless  ties.  Defensively 
they  were  one  of  the  best  clubs  in  the  South.  Only  a  strong 
V.P.i.  squad  scored  on  the  '26  Tigers  by  means  of  a  running 
attack.  Offensively  the  Tigers  amassed  119  points  to  the 
opponents'  40. 

This  week  end  these  same  men,  having  found  success  in 
the  professional  field  as  well  as  on  the  playing  field,  will 
return  to  their  Alma  Mater  to  be  honored  guests  at  Home- 
Coming  in  the  year  of  Hampden-Sydney's  175th  Anniversary. 

A  great  measure  of  credit  naturally  went  to  Coach  Charlie 
Bernier  for  the  '26  team's  success.  Bernier  turned  down 
numerous  lucrative  offers  from  larger  institutions  to  coach 
at  his  Alma  Mater.  Arriving  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1922, 
he  found  the  school  sadly  lacking  in  seasoned  material,  but 
in  four  short  years  produced  this  greatest  of  Tiger  teams. 

Here  is  a  short  run-down  of  the  '26  season  : 

The  Tigers  opened  their  ten-game  schedule  with  the 
University  of  Virginia.  Although  outweighed  10  lbs.  per 
man  they  fought  and  clawed  the  Cavaliers  to  a  stand.still. 
Result — a  0-0  tie. 

Next,  an  injury-riddled  squad  couldn't  cope  with  the 
Gobbler's  potent  running  attack  and  fell  30  -  O. 

In  the  first  of  two  home  games  the  Tigers  bounced  back 
to  win  from  Randolph-Macon,  19  -  O.  The  following  week 
end  the  Tigers  repeated  before  a  record  Home-Coming  crowd. 
This  time  it  was  Lynchburg  College,  24  -  o. 

Time  after  time  in  the  Roanoke  College  game,  played  in 
Salem,  the  Tigers  carried  the  pigskin  to  the  very  .shadow  of 
the  Maroons'  goal  and  twice  crossed  it,  but  breaks  and 
penalties  at  crucial  moments  prevented  a  score.  Only  once 
did  Roanoke  succeed  in  penetrating  the  H-S  thiry-yard  line, 
and  that  was  when  Marche's  talented  toe  kicked  the  field 
goal  that  eventually  won  the  game. 

Elon  was  met  next  and  was  crushed  44  -  O.  The  Christians 
penetrated  into  Tiger  territory  but  once  during  the  contest. 
Continuing  on  to  Charlotte,  Hampden-Sydney  took  North 
Carolina's  state  champs,  Davidson  College,  into  camp  by  a 
12  -  o  count.  In  this  game  Captain  Adkins  played  his  best 
game  of  the  year. 


On  November  13  on  Mayo  Island  Park  in  Richmond,  the 
Tigers  finally  shook  the  jinx  that  had  been  smothering  them 
for  three  years  by  decisively  defeating  Coach  Dobson's 
University  of  Richmond  Spiders.  After  trailing  the  Spiders 
for  three  periods,  H-S  pushed  ahead  to  win  a  20  -  7  victory 
when  "Heff"  Nance,  Tiger  guard,  scooped  up  a  fumble  and 
raced  38  yards  for  Hampden-Sydney's  first  marker.  Two 
other  touchdowns  followed  in  rapid  succession. 

The  week  following  H-S  met  the  Florida  "Gators"  in 
Tampa,  and  before  an  estimated  crowd  of  10,000  people, 
held  the  Floridians  to  a  scoreless  tie. 

Five  days  later,  much  the  worse  for  wear,  the  Garnet  and 
Gray  squad  arrived  in  Huntington  to  face  Marshall  College 
in  the  season's  finale.

Sclater,  Class  of  1940,  who  read  a  letter  he  received  from 
President-Emeritus  Dr.  Joseph  DuPuy  Eggleston,  and  then 
introduced  College  President  Dr.  Edgar  Graham  Gammon, 
who  spoke  on  the  value  of  privately  supported  colleges  in 
the  life  of  our  nation.  He  pictured  them  as  bulwarks  of 
freedom  in  the  struggle  of  the  Federal  Government  to  control 
the  academic  world. 

Dr.  Gammon  brought  with  him  the  new  color  movie  of  the 
College.  George  H.  Fulton,  Jr.,  ran  it  off  on  his  movie 
projector  and  screen.  This  movie  was  a  source  of  pleasure 
and  pride  to  the  entire  a.ssembly.

J.  Hagan,  Jr.  The  group  sang  them  vigorously  and  made 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  gymnasium  "sound  off"  with 
an  exuberance  akin  to  a  freshman  group  at  old  H.-S.  C. ! ! ! 

Advance  notices  of  this  reception  and  Ladies'  Night  meet- 
ing appeared  in  the  .social  pages  of  The  Roatwke  Times  of 
Sunday,  November  18,  and  of  Friday,  November  30,  and 
on  page  3  of  the  regular  news  section  of  Saturday,  Decem- 
ber I.  Also,  mimeographed  invitations  were  sent  by  Host 
Hoskins  Sclater  to  all  alumni  in  Roanoke,  Salem,  Hollins, 
Bedford,  Rocky  Mount,  Chri.stiansburg  and  Buchanan  for 
them  and  their  ladies  and  also  to  the  thirty-two  Roanoke 
students  now  at  Hampden-Sydney.

Preparatory  to  this  appearance  of  Dr.  Gammon  and  Coach 
Proctor  before  the  Roanoke  Touchdown  Club,  mimeographed 
announcements  were  sent  to  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  of 
Roanoke  and  vicinity  by  George  H.  Fulton,  Jr.,  and  by 
Hoskins  M.  Sclater,  President  of  the  Roanoke  Chapter  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association. 

In  the  October,  195 1,  issue  of  Biblical  iMissions  is  an 
illustrated  article  describing  the  school  and  play  activities 
of  the  three  children  of  Rev.  Francis  A.  and  Mrs.  Schaeffer.

Age  is  Matter  of  Calendar,  Mind, 
Says  Minister,  90

"Getting  old  is  a  matter  of  the  calendar — and  your  mind." 

That  is  the  belief  of  the  Rev.  Matthew  Branch  Porter,  of 
1 72 1  West  Laburnum  Ave.,  who  celebrated  his  ninetieth 
birthday  today. 

Anyone  who  sees  Mr.  Porter  is  obliged  to  concede  that 
his  theory  must  have  much  merit. 

An  erect  6  foot  l  inch  in  height,  he  is  not  only  physically 
and  mentally  active  but  has  far  better  eyesight  and  hearing 
than  many  men  half  his  age. 

His  alert  mind  frequently  races  ahead  of  those  of  his 
companions  and  his  keen  sense  of  humor  keeps  his  conversa- 
tion sparkling  with  amusing  anecdotes. 

A  Presbyterian  clergyman  and  former  secretary  of  the 
South  Atlantic  Agency  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  Mr. 
Porter  nominally  retired  21  years  ago. 

Since  that  time,  however,  he  has  apparently  been  busier 
than  ever.  He  preaches  occasionally,  teaches  Bible  classes  on 
request  and  only  last  July  officiated  at  a  wedding  here. 

Married  6o  Years 

Two  years  ago  he  and  the  tiny,  youthful-looking  wife  to 
whom  he  has  been  married  60  years,  took  a  trip  to  California 
and  Texas  by  bus. 

"It  was  great  fun,"  both  the  Porters  agreed  in  an  interview. 

"We  traveled  all  night  several  times,"  Mrs.  Porter  said. 
"It  was  very  comfortable  even  if  we  did  sit  up." 

I\Ir.  Porter  says  he  doesn't  follow  any  special  diet  or  other 
regimen. 

"I  eat  what  I  like,  especially  lots  of  grits,"  he  said.  "And 
we  both  drink  coffee  three  times  a  day.  I  can  drink  a  pot  at 
II  P.  M.  and  go  right  to  sleep  like  a  baby." 

He  smokes  both  a  pipe  and  cigars,  but  dislikes  cigarettes. 

"I  always  got  the  things  too  far  back  in  my  mouth  and 
they  unraveled  on  my  tongue,"  he  explained. 

Have  5  Children 

Although  Mr.  Porter  is  able  to  read  the  tiny  print  in  an 
inch-square  Bible,  he  says  "my  eyesight  is  poor  now." 

"That  means,"  Mrs.  Porter  explained,  "that  he  can't  read 
for  12  solid  hours  at  a  stretch  as  he  used  to." 

The  parents  of  five  children,  including  Dr.  Reno  Porter, 
of  the  Medical  College  of  V^irginia,  the  Porters  have  nine 
grandchildren  and  seven  great-grandchildren.  The  couple 
takes  frequent  trips  about  the  country  to  visit  them. 

Best  of  all,  however,  they  like  to  stay  at  home  in  their  at- 
tractive little  white  bungalow,  where  Mrs.  Porter  does  the 
cooking  and  her  husband  tends  the  fires  and  rakes  the  leaves. 
An  "almost  human"  black  Scottie,  named  "Angus,"  is  their 
constant  companion. 

When  the  washwoman  failed  to  show  up  yesterday,  Mr. 
Porter  decided  to  "do  his  own."  He  washed  out  a  big  pile 
of  socks  and  underwear  and  put  them  up  in  two  lines  in  the 
basement. 

Since  Mrs.  Porter  broke  a  leg  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  they 
have  remained  at  home  more  than  usual,  taking  turns  in 
reading  aloud  and  playing  games  together.

Outwitted  Doctors 

Mrs.  Porter,  10  years  younger  than  her  husband,  says 
proudly  that  she  outwitted  the  doctors,  who  predicted  she 
would  never  walk  again  after  her  accident. 

Told  to  exercise  her  leg,  she  bought  a  small  organ  and 
installed  it  in  the  dining  room  of  the  little  home.  She  plays 
it  daily,  both  for  the  required  exercise  and  because  both  she 
and  her  husband  like  the  music. 

Mr.  Porter  was  born  in  Powhatan  County  and  worked  on 
his  father's  farm  until  he  was  19  years  old  when  he  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  Later  he  graduated  from  the 
theological  seminary  there. 

Following  his  ordination  he  went  to  Kentucky  for  12 
years  as  pastor  of  a  church  in  Green\ille  and  a  missionary  to 
the  mountaineers.  One  of  the  elders  of  the  Greenville 
Church  had  a  pretty  little  daughter,  Lucy  Reno. 

Fairmount  Pastor 

"I  was  a  child  when  we  first  met,  but  I  soon  grew  up," 
Mrs.  Porter  confided.  When  she  was  19  she  married  the 
young  minister. 

He  took  a  church  in  Louisville  for  seven  years,  and  was 
pastor  at  Fairmount  Church,  Richmond,  for  nine.  He  entered 
the  service  of  the  American  Bible  Society  in  1907  with  head- 
quarters in  Richmond.  The  Porters  have  made  their  home 
here  ever  since. 

Mr.  Porter's  territory  for  the  Bible  Society  included  six 
States  and  he  estimates  that  more  than  8,000,000  copies  of 
the  Scriptures  were  distributed   in  them  during  his  service.

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k460  YEAR  OLD  BOOK  PRESENTED 
TO  THE  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

Andrew  S.  Alexander,  Jr.,  '29,  of  Charleston,  W.  Ya.., 
has  presented  the  College  Library  with  its  first  incunabuluin, 
a  book  printed  before  1 500.  The  book  is  a  Latin  Bible  pub- 
lished in  Basel,  Switzerland  on  the  9th  of  January,  1491, 
about  forty  years  after  the  invention  of  printing.  (And 
more  than  a  year  before  the  discovery  of  America  by 
Columbus !) 

The  Bible  was  printed  by  Nicolaus  Kesler,  who  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  Basel  in  i486  and  who  ran  a 
printing  press  in  that  cit\'  for  the  following  twenty  years. 
It  is  printed  in  large  gothic  type.  A  scribe  or  rubricator  has 
illuminated  in  various  colors  the  chapter  headings  and  the 
paragraphs,  thus  adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  book  and 
facilitating  the  reading. 

The  Bible  was  purchased  by  the  Alexander  family  about 
1935  through  the  Library  of  Congress.  Another  copy  of  this 
Bible  may  be  found  in  the  Henry  E.  Huntington  Library  at 
San  lVI.arino,  Calif.  While  the  Library  of  Congress  owns 
various;.  Bibles  classified  as  incunabula,  it  does  not  own  this 
particular  edition. 

This  handsome  and  well-pre.served  example  of  early  print- 
ing may  be  seen  in  the  Rare  Book  Room  of  College  Library. 

Mr.  Alexander  has  also  presented  a  large  volume  con- 
taining the  works  of  John  Lightfoot,  published  in  Rotterdam 
in  1687.  This  book  is  in  excellent  condition  and  contains  a 
number  of  steel  engravings  of  exceptional  clarity.  It  is 
another  valuable  addition  to  our  Rare  Book  Room  Collection. 
1  The  College  is  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Alexander  for  such 
outstanding  contributions  to  the  Library. 

REIGNER  COLLECTION  RECEIVES  SPECIAL  GIFT 

In  addition  to  the  annual  gift  of  $500.00  to  the  "Charles 
G.  Reigner  Collection"  at  the  College  Library,  Dr.  Reigner 
has  recently  sent  another  check  for  $500.00,  thus  making  a 
total  sum  of  $1,000.00  given  this  year  to  be  used  in  purchasing 
Philosophy  and  Psychology  books  for  the  "Collection."  Con- 
tinuing at  the  present  rate  of  acquisition,  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  Library  will  soon  own  a  very  noteworth\' 
collection  of  Books  in  these  fields — one  which  will  stand  out 
in  college  libraries  in  the  South. 

Dr.  Reigner,  who  is  intensely  interested  in  the  cause  of 
[Christian  higher  education,  established  this  collection  in  Au- 
gust, 1950,  in  the  belief  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  the 
Hampden-Sydney  College  students — particularly  those  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  go  on  to  graduate  work  at  a  theological 
seminary.

and  graduated,  1913,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

"For  four  years  he  served  a  group  of  churches  in  Greenbrier  County. 
West  Virginia,  and  did  similar  work  for  two  years  in  Tazowell  CouiU;'. 
Virginia,  and  I  place  special  emphasis  on  the  word  served. 

"Incapacitated  for  a  while  because  of  overwork  and  ill  health,  he 
commenced  active  service  again  at  Old  Rehoboth  Church  in  Somerset 
County,  Maryland,  the  oldest  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  L'nited 
States.  The  things  he  has  accomplished  in  that  community,  as  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel,  as  a  mission  worker  in  nearby  communities, 
as  a  banker,  as  a  public-spirited  citizen,  as  indeed  the  foremost 
citizen   in   point  of  influence,  have  been   phenomenal. 

"If  ever  a  Hampden-Sydney  man  has  illustrated  in  an  ideal  way 
the  Hampden-Sydney  spirit  of  unselfish  and  competent  service  to 
church   and   state,   this   man   is   Rev.   Hermann    Bischof." 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  the  Rehoboth  Church,  which  he 
liad  served  for  so  long  and  so  well  for  thiry-one  years.  Amcjng  the 
five  ministers  on  that  occasion  was  Rev.  Sidney  Venable.  honorary 
alunmus   of   Hampden-Sydney. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow.  Mrs.  Evangeline  Bischof.  one  daughter. 
Miss  Erma  Bischof,  both  of  Rehoboth,  and  one  sister.  Mrs.  Martha

Hampden-Sydney  took  Roanoke  on  our  home  course  by 
21-41  as  m.any  of  the  back  men  improved  markedly. 

Between  the  halfs  of  the  Newport  News  football  game, 
Hampden-Sydney  took  a  triangular  meet  from  Washington 
&  Lee  and  Randolph-IVIacon  by  a  score  of  19,  52,  65. 
Hampden-Sydney  showed  the  crowd  plenty  of  good  running 
?s  16  Hampden-Sydney  runners  dominated  the  meet.  Lead- 
ing the  pack  was  Gene  Milener  who  broke  the  school's  home 
4.1  mile  course  record  by  a  wide  margin.  His  time  was 
22:34.1.  Harvey  IVIorgan  took  a  second  running  23:25 — 
the  fourth  fastest  time  ever  recorded  on  the  coiirse. 

On  the  Saturday  of  Home-Coming,  the  team  took  a  trip 
to  Richmond  for  the  State  A.  A.  L^.  championships  and  did 
p.ot  fare  so  well.  The  team  got  a  fifth  in  the  senior  event 
and  a  fourth  in  the  junior  race. 

In  the  Little  Six  afifair,  Hampder,-Sydney  took  a  well- 
earned  second  place  behind  a  powerful  Bridgewater  squad. 

Later  the  Tigers  lost  a  hard  run  meet  to  the  University 
of  Virginia.

Gene  Milener  ran  the  best 
race  of  his  long  career:  he  broke  the  University's  "Observa 
tory  Mountain''  course  record  as  he  covered  the  3.8  miles 
i:i  a  blistering  18:33.9.  The  Big  Six  champion  finished  90 
seconds  behind  him  as  he  averaged  a  4:53  mile  for  the 
distance. 

To  finish  off  the  season  the  Tigers  took  a  second  place  out 
of  ten  teams  in  the  Mason-Dixon  race.  Captain  Derek 
Williams  finished   8th   and   Morgan    lOth.
